Task force studying Crawfor 
County Housing Commission

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissions has 
formed a task force to 
study the finances and 
future operations of the 
Crawford County Housing 
Commission. 

Rick Anderson, chairman 
of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
appointed four members to 
the task force at a recent 


meeting. 

Crawford County 
Commissions Scott Hanson 
and Kathy Rogers, 
Crawford County 


Administrator Paul Compo 
and Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley 
were appointed to sit on the 
task force. 

Cy Wakeley, director for 
the Crawford County 
Housing Commission, said 
one of the main objectives 


of the task force is to rec- 
oncile housing commission 
funding sources and 
expenses with the (reasur- 
er’s office. He said projects 
change and funding 
sources change while hous- 
ing projects are underway, 
which complicates record 
keeping. ; 
Another issue the board 
is addressing is Crawlord 
County’s administration of 
the Oscoda County 
Housing Commission. 
Crawford County and 


‘Oscoda County entered 


into an agreement for the 
administration of Oscoda 
County’s Housing 
Commission seven years 
ago. The contract, which is 
up for renewal, expires at 
the end of the year. 
Compo said another 
issue the county is also 
addressing in an employee 
that was hired to staff the 


Oscoda County Housing 
Commission’s office. 
Compo said that Cy 
Wakeley approached him 
about hiring the employee 


while in the county build-. 


ing. Hiring the employee, 
however, did not come 
before the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners for final 
approval. Crawford County 
receives administrative 
funds for the grant  pro- 
grams it oversees for 
Oscoda County to cover the 
cost of the joint-housing 
commission venture. 

“There are more ques- 
tions than we have answers 
and we have a lot of people 
that are asking questions 
right now,” Compo said. 

The task force met for 
the first time Monday. 

Cy Wakeley said a lot of 
headway was made in iden- 
tifying the issues that need 


to be addressed. 

“We're trying to mini- 
mize the complexities and I 
think the time we have 
spent so far has been pro- 
ductive,” he said. 

Cy Wakeley said he 
belicves the county will 
continue administering 
Oscoda County’s Housing 
Commission. 

“Those decisions are 
beyond me, but what we 
want to know is where we 
stand before we step for- 
ward,” he said. 

Rogers and Laura Purtill, 
both Crawford County 
Housing Commission 
Board members, have rec- 
ommended disbanding the 
housing commission board. 
Cy Wakeley would then 
have to report directly to 
the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners.

Finally, the law could 
include bridges that allow 
an ORV to cross a stream, 
wetland or gully that is 
crossed by a road or street 
on which ORVs are autho- 
rized to operate. 

John Chad, a director for 
the Happi Trails ATV/OHV 
Club, said riders are all for 
the changes to open up 
more trails in (he county. 

“It’s going to be nothing 
but a positive thing for 
these communities,” Chad 
said. 

Chad said opening areas 
for ORV travel along M-72 
would give businesses an 


economic shot in the arm, 
especially if riders could 
stay at the Ramada Inn of 
Grayling and access the 
local trails. 

“That would benefit all 
the business down there 
because right now we can’t 
cross over the railroad 
tracks,” Chad said. 

Chad said other areas of 
opened state roads would 
have a mutual benefit for 
riders and businesses. 

“They're just small sec- 
lions, so it’s nothing real 
major,’ Chad said. 

If a fine is collected for 
violation of the ordinance, 
50 percent of the fine rev- 
enue would be appropriat- 


ed to the state transporta- 
tion department. Revenues 
collected would be used for 
repairing damage to roads, 
streets or highways and the 
environment that may have 
been caused by ORVs and 
for posting signs indicating 
ORV speed limits or indi- 
cating whether roads, 
streets of highways are 
open or closed to the oper- 
ation of ORVs. The state 
highway department would 
post signs indicating high- 
ways on which ORV use is 
authorized. 

SB 1020 has been 
referred to the Senate’s 
transportation committee 
for review.

MOST AMERICANS have 
been wrapped up with the ques- 
tions posed and hopefully 
answered by presidential, state and 
local elections this week, but let us 
not forget that November 11 is 
Veterans Day and it deserves our 
continuing attention. 

Veterans Day began as 
Armistice Day back in 1919 as a 
fitting way to honor American sol- 
diers and sailors who had died in 
the 1914-1918 war which 
enveloped much of Europe, and 
the United States. 

At the time, the war was known 
as The War to End All Wars. In 
ensuing years, to Americans it 
became The World War. 

Not until another worldwide war 
erupted in 1939-46 did it become 
necessary to attach Roman numer- 
als to our World Wars. 

The World War I armistice was 
arranged deliberately between the 
sides for the 11th hour of the 11th 
day of the 11th month in 1918. 

The first Armistice Day on the 
first anniversary of the actual 
armistice that ended World War | 
was to be observed with a suspen- 
sion of all activity throughout the 
country for a two minute period on

PRESIDENT WOODROW 
Wilson proclaimed the first 
Armistice Day with these words: 

“To us in America, the reflec- 
tions of Armistice Day will be 
filled with solemn pride in the 
heroism of those who died in the 
country’s service and with grati- 
tude for the victory, both because 
of the thing from which it has 
freed us and because of the oppor- 
tunity it has given America to 
show her sympathy with peace and 
justice in the councils of the 
nations.” 

In 1920, President Wilson added 
a religious element when he desig- 
nated the Sunday nearest 
Armistice Day for church services 
to be held in the interest of inter- 
national peace. 

In 1921, Congress established 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soidier 
in Arlington National Cemetery, 
and the third Armistice Day on 
November 11, 192! was set for the 
entombment ceremony. That also 
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Since 1919, Americans 


was when Congress established 
Armistice Day as a federal holi- 
day. 

* * * 

UNFORTUNATELY, The War 
to End All Wars did not achieve its 
goal, and World War II produced 
even more military heroism and 
deaths, along with great floods of 
new military veterans. 

In 1954, Congress changed the 
name to Veterans Day, to encom- 
pass veterans of both World Wars 
in our national remembrances. 

But World War II did not end all 
wars for America, either. 

The interim between American 
involvements in armed conflict 
seems to be shrinking. American 
troops have been sent to foreign 
hot spots somewhere in the world 
almost constantly. 

Sadly the significance of this 
special day to recognize the sacri- 
fices and heroism of American ser- 
vice men and women grows each 
year. 

Korea, Vietnam, Kuwait, Iraq, 
Afghanistan. America has contin- 
ued to send its young men and 
women into battle in numerous 
foreign lands. Whether these mili- 
tary actions are designated offi-

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Pockets of plastic plague 
Great Lakes, researchers find

LANSING — Plastic 


pollutants circulate in pock- 
ets of the Great Lakes at 
concentrations higher than 
any other body of water on 
Earth, according to a recent 
Study, 

The study is the first to 
look at plastic pollutants in 
the Great Lakes and is part 
of a larger global endeavor 
to understand the origin and 
prevalence of plastic pollu- 
tion in water. 

“We had two samples in 
Lake Erie that we just kept 
going back and rechecking 
the data, because the count, 


_ the number of plastic parti- 


cles in the sample, was 
three times greater than any 
sample collected anywhere 
in the entire world,” said 
chemistry professor and 
project leader Sherri Mason 
of the State University of 
New York (SUNY) at 
Fredonia. 

Mason’s team of 20 stu- 
dents embarked this sum- 
mer aboard the US Brig 
Niagara, the rebuilt flagship 
that won the Battle of Lake 
Erie during the War of 
1812, 

Beginning in Lake 
Superior in July, the team 
sailed south through Lake 
Huron and into Lake Ene, 
collecting water samples as 
it traveled for three weeks. 

Twenty-one samples 
were collected with a net 
trailing from the vessel. 

They found the least 
plastic in Lake Superior, 
with concentrations 
increasing as they sailed 
south. That’s because water 
flows south from Lake 
Superior through Lake 
Huron and into lakes Erie 
and Ontario. The water car- 
ries plastics from one lake 
ito. the -next,. compounding

That her team found plas- 
tic pollution was unsurpris- 
ing, but Mason was sur- 
prised by the volume, and 


- even more by the kind of 


plastic it found. 

“The reigning kind of 
thinking is that plastic 
moves from the land to the 
ocean through rivers and 
lakes, and that it gets small- 
er as it goes through ero- 
sion,” Mason said. “We 
thought we would find big- 
ger pieces in the lakes than 
in the ocean, but we didn’t 
really, The vast majority of 
what we found was really, 
really small.” 

The project found mostly 
microplastics, pieces less 
than 13/64ths of an inch. 
Such fragments are much 
smaller than those expect- 
ed. 

Why larger pieces were 
not more common baffles 
researchers. 

“You don’t find 
microplastic in the ocean 
like we did in the lakes,” 
Mason said. “Somewhere 
in between there it disap- 
pears, and we want to know 
where it’s going.” 

The researchers think 
that the microplastics could 
be washing up on beaches, 
or may be entering the food 
chain if consumed by 
microorganisms or fish. 
“There’s this uncertainty 
right now, so one of the 
next things we have to do is 
get out on a boat and look 
at the food chain to see if 
the plastic shows up,” 
Mason said. 

Plastic in the food chain 
presents a serious human 
health threat, Mason said, 


because many non-plastic 
pollutants, known as persis- 
tent organic pollutants, 
latch onto plastics in the 
water, which could then be 
consumed by aquatic life. 

“All those chemicals 
leach from the plastic into 
the fat of the fish,’ Mason 
said. “This has both direct 
ways of harming the fish, 
such as lining — their 
intestines and interfering 
with their ability to absorb 
nutrients from food, and 
indirect ones. 

“The fish may not imme- 
diately die, but they could 
remain toxic, and that’s 
really scary. If the plastics 
and chemicals are moving 
into the food chain, they’re 
moving into us.” 

Scientists and the plastics 
industry recognize the dan- 
gers of plastic in the aquat- 
ic ecosystem. According to 
the American Chemistry 
Council, a Washington- 
based national trade associ- 
ation representing a chem- 
istry firms including plastic 
manufacturers, any human 
debris is potentially 
destructive to the lakes. 

“Discarded or littered 
items of any material, 
whether plastic, paper, steel 
or aluminum, doesn’t 
belong in the marine 
ecosystem,” said Allyson 
Wilson, a council commu- 
nications representative. 
“Litter can absolutely pose 
a threat to marine life when 
animals get entangled, 
trapped or mistake plastics 
for food.” 

Wilson added, however, 
that microplastics like those 
found by Mason could be 
less harmful than many sci- 
entists fear. “This is an 
emerging area of research, 
and we’re all committed to 
better understanding 
microplastic’s effects on 
the marine enviroriment,” 
she said. Some research 
indicates that persistent 
organic pollutants may 
bond so tightly to the plas- 
tic that they cannot be sepa- 
rated and digested by the 
fish. 

Wilson noted that the 
Food and Drug 
Administration requires 
health and safety inspec- 
tions of commercial fish 
catches, and that the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency regulates drinking 
water and requires water 
treatment facilities to filter 
particles from the water. 

Further study of plastic in 
the Great Lakes is neces- 
sary before concerns over it 
can be dismissed, Mason 
said. Her study plays into 
the larger goals of the Los 
Angeles-based 5 Gyres 
Institute, an environmental 
group that studies the caus- 
es and impacts of plastic 
pollution in the oceans, 
specifically in five subtrop- 
ical gyres. A gyre is a large 
area of rotating ocean cur- 
rents in which plastics 
accumulate. 

Having studied each of 
the five gyres, the institute 
is now turning its attention 
inland toward the sources 
of the pollution. 

“Most plastics that end 
up in the ocean start out on 
land,” said Marcus Eriksen, 
co-founder of 5 Gyres. 
“This project is us going 
upstream from the oceans 
and trying to trace them 
back to their origins.” 

Great Lakes pollution has 
global consequences, 
Eriksen said. 

“The gyres we study 
account for about 25 per-

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cent of the planet’s surface, 
and they draw pollution 
from all over the world, 
including the Great Lakes. 
They’re covered in a thin 
layer of plastic soup,” he 
said. 

It would be a waste of 
time and money to try to 
clean up all the plastic in 
the gyres, he © said. 
Identifying and reducing 
that pollution at its sources 
upstream is the only way to 
reduce it. 

“No amount of plastic in 
the lakes is acceptable,” 
Mason said. “The best cure 
is to find ways to reduce 
plastic use. We’re all part of 
the problem, and that 
means we’re all part of the 
solution. If we change our 
consumer habits, we 
change what’s in the water.” 

Next summer, the project 
aims to continue the 
research on Lake Michigan.

Regulations apply 
to deer hunters in 
National Forests 


The U.S. Forest Service 
welcomes deer hunters to 
hunt in the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests, — but 
reminds them of special reg- 
ulations that apply on 
National Forest lands. 

In all National Forests, 
motor vehicles can be used 
only on roads, trails or areas 
which are designated as open 
for particular vehicles on the 
appropriate motor vehicle 
use map, which are available 
at all Forest Service offices. 
This includes all motorized 
vehicles from ATVs to street- 
legal vehicles. 

It is illegal to operate an 
ORV on National Forest 
lands except on designated 
trails. All cross-country ORV 
travel is prohibited in the 
Huron-Manistee Forests. It is 
illegal to drive an ORV cross 
country to blinds or to 
retrieve game, even if the 
hunter has a_ disabled 
hunter’s permit issued by the 
State of Michigan. 

Camping is limited to 14 
consecutive days in devel- 
oped campgrounds. Leaving 
camping equipment unat- 
tended for more than 24 
hours is prohibited, and your 
equipment will be removed.

Dispersed camping is per- 
mitted in the general forest 
area for no more than 16 
consecutive days. Vehicles 
inay be parked no more than 
25 feet off the road. 
Permanent camping  struc- 
tures are prohibited. 
Damaging trees by placing 
nails or anchors into the tree 
is prohibited. Campfires or 
warming fires must be 
attended at all times. 

Hunters should buy fire- 
wood locally to reduce the 
spread of invasive species 
such as emerald ash borer 
and gypsy moth. 

It is illegal to create food 
plots on National Forest 
lands. 

Hunters must not erect 
permanent blinds ~— on 
National Forest lands, and all 
blinds, shelters and other 
personal property must be 
removed at the conclusion of 
the season. Blinds must meet 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources require- 
ments as described in the 
Michigan Hunting and 
Fishing Guide, 

It is illegal to post an area 
of the National Forest as pri- 
vale property to discourage 
other hunters.
